Several other states which have 
the chain gang system have records quite 
as black. 
Florida simply happens to be 
the one that is getting the limelight. 
The fight for prison reform has been 
going on for a long 
time, 
and even in 
the most enlightened places it is not yet 
won. 
But these things that have happen­ 
ed in the chain-gang camps indicate that 
the fight has farther to go than most oi 
us had supposed. 
The day is past when 
the country can calmly accept torture and 
utter heartlessness 
as 
concomitants of 
prison administration. 
It is to be hoped 
that these revelations will jar people in­ 
to insisting 
on a speedy 
and 
drastic 
change.

In these days 
of 
confusing 
develop­ 
ments of one kind or another the out­ 
standing need seems to be leadership. 
Not the kind of leadership that is bas­ 
ed on mere optimism without experience,

M'lie authors of the sub -committee 
report on “Lawlessness in Law En­ 
forcement.” which included the re­ 
port on 
the 
Billings-Mooney case, 
were Dr. Zackariah Chaffee Jr., of 
Harvard Law School, Carl Stern and 
Walter Pollack. The sub -committee 
was headed b y Federal Judge W. S. 
Kenyon of Iowa. 
“When the Kenyon report appear­ 
ed 
on 
August 
10, 
1922,” 
Senator 
Wheeler whote in the introduction, 
“ this portion of the ex perts’ work 
had b een, so far as the pub lic was 
concerned, suppressed. 
‘‘It should 
have 
b een, 
I 
think, 
printed 
with the original 
Wicker- 
sham report.” 
After 
a 
lengthy 
review of 
the 
case the report ends with the fol­ 
lowing nine conclusions: 
“ (1)—There was never any scien­ 
tific attempt made b y either 
the 
police or the prosecution to discover 
the perpetrators of the crime. The 
investigation was in reality turned 
over to a 
private detective, 
who 
used his position to cause the ar­ 
rest, of the defendants. The police 
investigation wan reduced to a hunt 
for evidence to convict the arrested 
defendants. 
“ (2)—There were flagrant viola­ 
tions of the statutory law of Cali 
fornia b y b oth the police and the 
prosecution in the manner in which 
the defendants were arrested an! 
held 
incommunicado, 
and 
in 
the 
sub sequent search of their homes to 
produce evidence against them. 
‘‘(3)—After the arrest of the de­ 
fendants, witnesses were b rought tc 
the 
jails 
to 
‘identify’ 
them, 
and 
their ‘identififations’ were accepted 
b y the police and the prosecution 
despite 
the 
fact

wit­ 
nesses were never required to pick 
the defendants out of a line-up, or 
to demonstrate their accuracy

“ (4)—Immediately 
after

prejudice 
against 
them, b y a series of almost daily 
interview's given to the press b y 
prosecuting officials. 
“ (5)—Witnesses 
were 
produced 
at the trials with information in the 
hands of the prosecution that seri­ 
ously challenged the credib ility of 
the witnesses, b ut this information 
was delib erately concealed. 
“ (6)—Witnesses 
were 
permitted 
to 
testify 
at 
t lie 
trials, 
despite 
such knowledge in the possession 
of the prosecution of prior contra­ 
dictory stories told b y these wit­ 
nesses, as to makp their mere pro­ 
duction 
a 
vouching 
for 
perjured 
testimony. 
‘‘(7)—Witnesses were coached in 
their testimony to a degree that ap­ 
prox imated sub ornation of perjury. 
There is a strong inference 
that 
some of this coaching was done b y 
prosecuting officials, and other evi­ 
dence points to knowledge b y the 
prosecuting 
officials 
that 
such 
coaching 
was 
b eing 
practiced 
on 
oilier witnesses. 
“ (S)—Tlie prejudice against the 
defendants, stimulated b y newspaper 
pub licity, was further appealed to at 
the trials b y unfair and intemperate 
arguments to the jury in the open­ 
ing and closing statements of the 
prosecuting attorneys.
